The additional 
strip is to be taken from the south side of 
the street. 

The meeting was the last gathering of the 
old council.

Raise $100,000. 


USES TILDEN'S NAME 


Helm Committee Hears Packer 
Was Treasurer of Re- 
Imbursing Fund. 


FAILS TO STOP THE EXPOSE 


Lumber Magnate Tried to “Refresh 
Memory’ of Witness and Pre- 
vent Mention of Money. 


KOHLSAAT REVEALS INFORMANT 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Springfield, Lll., April 5.—[Special.]— 
Edward Hines, confessed ambassador of 
Senator Aldrich to the Lllinois senatorial 
deadlock of 1909, was accused by a sworn 
witness before the Helm senate investigat- 
ing committee today of having solicited a 
contribution of $10,000 to a “ reimburse- 
ment * find fer himself and othere-for the 
expenditure of $100,000 to “ put over” Wil- 
liam Lorimer as a United States senator. 

Edward Tilden, president of the National 
Packing company, now under indictment in 
the Federal District court, atjy Chicago, was 
named by Hines, according to this same tes- 
timony, as the man to whom the $10,000 
“ subscription ” should be sent. 

These disclosures, which let the light in 
on the “ men higher up ” in the purchase of 
Lorimer’s senate seat, were made by Olar- 
ence S. Funk, general manager of the Inter- 
national Harvester company. 


Mr. Funk is a business man, the active 
manager of a force of 97,000 men, and he 
was loath to become connected with the 
Lorimer scandal in any way. As he had not 
invited the proposition made to him, and as 
he had promptly refused it, he had felt justi- 
fied in remaining silent for almost two 
years, arid was induced to speak only to save 
his friend, Herman H. Koblsaat, from pun- 
ishment for contempt. 

Even then Mr. Funk war not an over- 
friendly witness, and gave the name of Hd- 
ward Tilden only after much argument and 
after being ordered to do so by Chairman 
Helm on vote of the other senators. 


FUNK’S VITAL TESTIMONY. 
Mr. Funk testified that a few days after 
Lorimer’s election in May, 1909, he was 
accosted by Hines in the Union League club 
after luncheon. At that point Mr. Funk’s 
testimony continued: 

“Without any preliminaries and 
quite as a matter of course, Mr. Hines 

paid: ‘Well, we put Lorimer over 
down there at Springfield, but it cost 
us about $100,000 to do it.’ He went 
on to say that they had had to act quick-

HINES “REFRESHES” MEMORY. 
Not the least significant part of Mr. 
F'unk’s story was his relation of a visit made 
to him by Mr. Hines shortly after the pub- 
lication of the editorial in the Record-Her- 
ald, two months ago, in which a $100,000 
fund for the election of Lorimer was men- 
tioned. : 

It was almost two years, Mr. Funk said, 
since his original conversation with Hines, 
and he had not mentioned the subject to the 


cipal arteries of the city. 
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saw fit to call on him for the purpose of * re- 
freshing his recollection” as to that con- 
versation. The conversation, as Mr.Hines 
would have had it “ refreshed,” was merely 
a general discussion of the Lorimer election 
and contained no reference to money. 

Mr. Funk said under oath that he was un- 
able to accept as correct the version of the 
conversation which Mr. Himes called to im- 
press upon him. 

Mr. Hines, when on the stand last week 
as the first witness in the Helm inquiry, de- 
nied perpendicularly, porizontally, and diag- 
onally ever having heard anything concern- 
ing the use of money in the Lorimer elec- 
tion except through the newspapers, after 
the White confession. 

The contradiction of Mr, Hines’ sworn 
testimony is explicit and direct. 
KOHLSAAT TELLS INFORMANT. 
Mr. Koblsaat, who admitted last Wednes- 
day that he had definite, authoritative infor- 
mation on which to base his editorial charg- 
ing a $100,000 Lorimer corruption fund, but 
who had refused to name his informant, was 
the first witness today before the commit- 
tee. He told how he had been released from 
his obligation of secrecy the day following 
this refusal, and how his informant, after a 
talk with Cyrus H. McCormick, president 
of the International Harvester company, 
had expressed a willingness to testify him- 
self, 

After Mr. Kohlsaat had recited to the 
committee the circumstances under which 
Mr. Funk informed him of his experience 
with Hines, Mr. Funk, as the principal wit- 
ness, took the stand. 

HEARING ADJOURNED FOR WEEE. 
Intense interest in the story Mr. Funk 
told was clearly manifest on the faces of 
every member of the committee, and every 
man in the crowd that filled the Appellate 
court room. All the members of,the com- 
mittee were present for the first time—Sen- 
ators Helm, Hay, McKenzie, Burton, and 
Ettelson. John J. Healy, counsel for the 
committee, led in the questioning, but all 
the senators participated. 

Following the examination of Mr. Funk 
the committee held an executive session, and 
then adjourned until Thursday of n@xt week. 
Former Senator Albert J. Hopkins and 
former State Senator Cyril R. Jandus, who 
have been subpcenaed for tomorrow, will be 
notified that they need not appear until next 
week. ‘ 

The delay was caused by the sensational! 
developments of the day, and is needed to 
secure an orderly presentation of the testi- 
mony which now obviously ranks first in 
importance. 


OTHERS MAY BE CALLED. 

The members of the committee are close 
mouthed as to their intentions, but say that 
“every one” will be called in “ logical or- 
der.” This is taken to mean that Mr. Mc- 
Cormick, president, and Edgar A. Bancroft, 
general counsel for the International Har- 
vester company, to whom Mr. Funk related 
the story of his first encounter with Mr. 
Hines, will be subpenaed to corroborate 
him. | 
It is certain that Mr. Tilden will be called 
upon to testify if he can be found and served 
with a subpoena. 

Mr. Hines may be given another chance 
to testify on the theory that his recollec- 
tion may have been “refreshed” by the 
publication of Mr. Funk's testimony, or be-

ALDRICH WOULD BE WELCOME. 

The testimony as to the offer to let the 
International Harvester company “in on" 
the “ Lorimer purchase ” has aroused much 
speculation in Springfield as to the identity 
of those who did “ invest” in the “ sena- 
torial pool.” 

This speculation is given a much wider 
range than it would otherwise have had by 
the nature of Mr. Hines’ testimony, which 
made it apparent that Senator Aldrich of 
Rhode Island was deeply “ interested ” in 
having “ the right kind of a man at Wash- 
ington ” and personally picked Mr. Lorimer 
as that “ right kind of a man.” 

The Helm committee would be delighted 
if Senator Aldrich would only pay a visit 
to Chicago, or Cairo, or anywhere in IIli- 
nois, but as long as he remains in Rhode 
Island he is secure from the subpcena of a 
committee of the state senate of Lilinois, 


TRIES TO BLOCK INQUIRY. 

While the Helm committee was busy in 
the Supreme court building “the opposi- 
tion” was showing its teeth in the state- 
house. 

On leaving to attend the committee meet- 
ing the members had asked that they be re- 
corded as voting “ Aye” on the appropria- 
tion of $15,000 for the committee expenses 
of the forty-seventh general assembly. A|- 
though this money is needed for the pay- 
ment of the expenses-of all the commit- 
tees of the legislature, it has been rumored 
that the bipartisan alliance which controls 
the house would kill te in the hope that the 
Helm investigation would be crippled. 

No opposition was expected, however, in 
the senate, and it was a surprise, therefore, 
when Senator Henson of Bloomington 
arose and objected to the votes of the mem- 
bers of the Helm committee being recorded. 
He also objected to any committee meeting 
being held while the legislature is in session, 
and seemed prepared to launch on a gen- 
eral tirade against the “ reformers.” 

OGLESBY TRIES TO “BUTT IN.” 

At the suggestion of Lieut. Gov. Oglesby 
that he was out of order, however, he im- 
mediately subsided, and the bill passed by 
a vote of 36 to 0. Its fate at the hands of 
the house is much In doubt. 

Reports which gained currency later in 


‘the day made it apparent that there was 


more in this complacent acquiescence of 
the senator from Bloomington than met the 
eye. ‘The enemies of the inquiry are said 
to have decided to make an open attempt 
on the floor of the senate next week to have 
Lieut. Gov. Oglesby made a member of 
the committee “ ex-officio.” If this is done 
there is apt to be a hard fight and a “ show- 
down.” 

Oglesby tonight showed his hand when 
he demanded a list of the eubpeenas issued 
by the committee, from George Zinn, ser- 
geant at arms of the senate. Zinn refused 
to deliver the names. Mr. Oglesby also told 
members of the committee he should see all 
subpeenas. 

LORIMER MEN IN CAUCUS, 

Caucuses are being held by the Lorimer 
contingent in the legislature tonight, and 
every vote that “the men higher up” and 
their local lieutenants can line up to destroy, 
thwart, or nullify the devastating inquisi- 
tion will be aligned in the morning.

NEW BLOW AT ‘CUP OF DEATH’ 


Ald. Murray Introduces an Ordi- 
nance in the City Council. 


IS SAFEGUARD TO PUBLIC. 


Applies to Stations and Places Where 
Many Persons Gather. 


The “ cup of death ” is slated to be a thing 
of the past in public places in Chicago. The 
first official blow at that menace to public 
health, the common drinking cup, was struck 
in the city-counci] last night when Ald. Car! 
T. Murray of the Twentieth ward introduced 
an ordinance prohibiting the use of the com- 
mon drinking cup in any public railway sta- 
tion, store, office, hotel club, theater, or 
structure of any name or description what- 
ever after May 15. 

The ordinance was referred to the com- 
mittee on public health. It Is expected to 
be reported favorably by the committee and 
paseed by the council. No opposition de- 
veloped among the council members to the 
ordinance. 

The penalty for violation of the ordinance 
is a fine of from §$5 to $50. 


First Matter for New Council. 

“The first matter to be considered by the 
new council as soon as it is reorganized,”’ said 
Ald. Murray, “‘ will be the abolition of the 
death cup. Whether I am reappointed a 
member of the health committee or not, I 
will appear before that committee and work 
for a prompt and favorable report on the 
measure.”’ 

The alderman said that his efforts to place 
the ban on the “death cup” had been 
strengthened by many letters he had received 
since it became known that he had drawn 
up an ordinance to prohibit the common 
drinking cup by law. 

“*T had one letter,”’ he said, “ that told of 
twelve cases of blood poisoning that resulted 
in one office from use of the common drinking 
cup by one of the office force suffering from 
an infectious disease. Many other letters 
told of specific cases where the drinking 
cup hed spread cogtagion.” 

The “death cup” ordinance was drawn 
up by Assistant Corporation Counsel How- 
ard W. Hayes. 


Board of Education Acts. 

The Chicago board of education took an- 
other step in the crusade against the “‘ death 
cup” in the public schools during the day, 
The board ordered the installation of bub- 
bling drinking’ fountains in the Austin high 
school, Willow avenue and Frink street. 
Similar action will be taken with regard to 
other schools in conformity with the policy of 
removing the old drinking cups and installing 
bubbling fountains as rapidly as the work can 
be done by the chief engineer’s department. 

The board will request the city authorities 
to install a large fountain at the northeast 
corner of St. Lawrence avenue and Forty- 
fifth street, the cost to be defrayed by a fund 
which has been collected by Pineipal Florence 
Holbrook of the Forrestville school. 


CUP BILL REPORTED TO SENATHE. 

Springfield, Ill., April 5.—[{Special.]—The 
senate committee on judiciary ordered a fa- 
vorable report this afternoon on the Manny- 
Tice bill prohibiting the use of the public 
drinking cup. 

There was little argument in the commit- 
tee, and there was substantial indication that 
a majority of the senate wil be favorable to 
the passage of the bill. 


° The house bill, introduced by Representa- 


tive Tice, is pending in the committee on 
sanitary district affairs, a meeting of which 
has been called for tomorrow. It is prob- 
able there will be a favorable report. 

There was no difficulty in the senate judi- 
clary committee when the Manny measure 
came along for consideration. The only ob- 


made which placed the bill in an entirely 
constitutional point of view, and in its 
amended form it was ordered out and with- 
out amendment as to its substantial form. 


F CHICKEN EGGS HATCH DUCKS 


AFTER POWDER MILL BLAST. 


Complaints Reach Company Whose 
Plant Exploded from Poultry Rais- 
ers Near Pleasant Prairie, Wis. 


What phenomena will cause a farmer's 
chicken eggs to hatch ducks following a pow- 
der mill explosion in his vicinity? 

Agents of the ‘Du Pont Powder company, 
whose plant at Pleasant Prairie, Wis., was 
destroyed by an explosion some weeks ago, 
are busy adjusting claims of this kind made 
by many farmers. 

In one case, that at Hdgerton poultry farm 
in Illinois, just south of Kenosha, an incuba- 
tor containing 188 eggs, two weegs after the 
explosion hatched out 184 birds of the gen- 
eral appearance of squattye young ducks. 
Two eges failed to hatch; two produced ordi- 
nary chickens. Some others were without 
combs or bills. Most still are alive. 

At the residence of Mrs. Fred Barter, a few 
hundred yards from the former location of 
the powder mill, an incubator containing 120 
eggs turned out sixty-five of the anomalous 
birds. 

Richard Griffith's chickens died shortly 
after they were hatched, although they 
seemed to be norma! when placed in brooders. 
A post-mortem examination developed the 
fact that owing to some defect of their in- 
terior economy, they had been unable to 
assimilate food and so had starved to death. 


HIGINBOTHAM AIDS IN DECISION 
ON USE OF FIRE WIDOWS’ FUND. 


Chairman Says Board Has Best Interest 
of Stockyards Martyrs’ Survivors at 
Heart. 


In answer to demands of widows of fire- 
men who lost their lives in the stockyards 
disaster, Harlow N. Higinbotham, chairman 
of the board of trustees of the $211,000 fund 
raised by subscription, returned to Chicago 
yesterday afternoon from Hot Springs, Vz2., 
to consult with the other trustees 

The trustees probably will meet today or 
tomorrow to discuss the situation, and later 
will consult with the widows and try to con- 
vince them that it le better for them to re- 
ceive an annual income than their share of 
the total sum. 

“TI believe the people who contributed to 
the fund for the widows would like to see 
it disposed of so as to do the relatives of the 
fire heroes the most good,” said Mr. Higin- 
botham. ‘‘ The committee in charge of the 
fund is composed of men who have the in- 
terests of the widows at heart. We would 
not like to see the widows receive the money 
collected for them, only to lose it through 
mismanagement, and few widows have had 
any experience with handling large sums 
of money.”

SAY HIS FAMILY KNEW IT. 


Jurisdiction Attacked in Missouri in 
$130,000 Litigation. 


The ten insurance companies whith the 
widow of Ira G. Rawn sued for $130,000 filed 
answers yesterday in St. Louis, Mo., that 
alleged that the railroad man killed himself 
after he found he could no longer conceai 
the fact that he was connected with an al- 
leged Conspiracy tO mulct the Inf fiefs Cén- 
tral out of hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

The insurance companies declare that 
Rawn, former president of the Monon rail- 
way, had been summoned to give depositions 
in criminal proceedings instituted by thé 
Illinois Central and obtained a continuance 
until July 22, and, finding he could no longer 
conceal his connection with the scandal, 
killed himself the day before that on which 
he Was to have appeared. 

They also allege that the circumstances 
were known to members of the Rawn fam- 
iiy. Jurisdiction in the state of Missouri is 
attacked upon the ground that similar suits 
have been filed against the insurance com- 
panies in Illinois and that suicide is not a 
defense in Missouri unless it can be shown 
that it was contemplated when the policy was 
issued, and that it is a defense in I)linois. 

It also is contended that witnesses from 
Illinois cannot be compelled to give deposi- 
tions in Missouri. Many of the companies in 
which Rawn wes insured have a suicide 
clause in their policies.

John C. Ramler and Daniel Vincent were 
the other two injured. They were shot ina 
fight at the Heisen building early in the day. 

Griffin and four confpahions. marble cutters 
employed in a yard at Foregeffth and State 
streets, went to the yard of the Chester N. 
Marthens Marble company to persuade some 
nonunion men employed there since a strike 
was called a few days ago toleave work. 


Followed Them to Car. 


When the strikebreakers filed out at quit- 
ting time Griffin and his companions fol- 
lowed them to the street car line at Fifty- 
third and Halsted streets, where they board- 
ed a north bound car, followed by the union 
men. Inside of the car an argument startéd. 

Suddenly a blow was struck, and in an in- 
stant the men, a dozen or more in number, 
were striking at each other... Ag phe-crgwd 
surged about in the aisle of the gar one of 
the men, a big Armenian, raised a knife and 
plumged it into Griffin's bagk. Three times 
he stabbed Griffin im the back, and as the 
latter fell. he slashed him a final time, across 
the face. 


Union Man Slugs Strikebreaker. 


Their leader down, the union men beat are- 
treat, fighting as they went. Passengers and 
car crew attempted to flee, but were caught in 
the struggling mass. Just as the combatants 
reached the steps of the car, which Dy that 
time had reached Forty-fifth street, one of 
Griffin’s companions, who had pulled a 
“billy "' from his pocket, struck Bosiani on 
the head with it. Then the defeated union- 
ists ran. 

Policeman Martin O'Shea saw the men run, 
started to follow them, and then turned his 
attention to several others who just were 
jumping from the car. He arrested five men. 
A patrol wagon. and an ambulance: were 
called. Griffin and Bosiani were taken to the 
Englewood hospital, where the former died 
on the operating table. The latter will re- 
cover. The prisoners were taken to the 
stockyards station,

Widow of Simeon B. Ar- 
meour and Sold. 


THIEF KNOWN TO LOSER. 


Partial Restitution Is Made and 
Person Who Loots Strong Box 
_ Is Not Molested. 


Kansas City, Mo., April 5.—[Special]—A 
case ifvolving the disappearance and sale 
of stocks and bonds valued at $105,000 
and owned by Mre 8. B. Armour of 4420 
Warwick boulevard became known today. 
Who took the secyrities and sold them is 
known to Mrs. Armour, her attorneys, and 
J. F. Downing, president of the New Eng- 
land National bank. None will make public 
the name of the guilty person. 

The bonds and stocks were in a safe deposit 
box in the bank. it would have been impos- 
sible for any one not in the confidence of 
Mrs. Armour to have secured entrance to 
this box. 

Sent to Brokers. 

The transaction came to light through 
purohbases made with money derived from 
the sale of the securities. They were nego- 
tiated through brokers in Kansas City. It 
was the custom of the person who took the 
securities to send them by .@ negro messen- 
ger to the brokers with a note askmg that 
they be sold... The brokers believed the 
money was obtained for Mrs. Armour. 

The person who received the money de- 
posited it ip amounts up to several thousand 
doliars with the Fidelity Trust company. As 
soon asthe money was deposited, heavy pur- 
chases would be made, including fine etch- 
ings and engravings, high priced oriental 
rugs, and jewelry. 

Purchases made in jewelry stores were 
generally not for persona! adornment. They 
were often silverware and tea sets. The 
order usually was given to have these sent 
to a storage house, the impression being that 
they were made for some one out of town. 


Shortage of Several Thousand. 

When the disappearance and sale of the se- 
curities became known to Mrs. Armour there 
was a canference of attormeys. The 
goods purchased have been resold in large 
part, and the money handed to Mrs. Armour. 
It is understood that theve is still a shortage 
of several thousand dollars. Mrs. Armour's 
private secretary, Miss Harriet Byington, 
sald today: 

“The matter has been settled.” 

Miss Byington,’ who is a graduate of the 
Searritt Bible and Training school, has been 
companion to Mrs. Arniour for three years. 

A banker who acts as adviser for Mrs. 
Armour said that on account of the age of 
his client no prosecution would be miace in 
the $105,000 case. One package of $30,000 
was found in a dog kennel where the person 
confessed it was hidcen, 

Mrs. Margaret Klock Armour is the widow 
of Simeon B. Armour of the Armour Pack- 
ing company, who died in March, 1899. She 
is 76 years old.

Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Special.}—A 
new death dealing device for use in aerial 
warefare has been patented by the Krupps.

THREE MILLIONS ARE STARVING. 


Horrors of Famine in China Rarely 
Paralleled ,Writes Official of 
Relief Fund. 


Seattle, Wash. Apri) 5.—Three million 
persons are starving in China, according to 
a letter written by John C. Ferguson, chalir- 
man of the centra) China famine relief fund 
executive committee, to the Shanghai Mer- 
cury, tinder date af March 6. 

Copies of the paper were received here to- 
day, Mr. Ferguson says: 

“ At least 1,000,000 persons are starving in 
Kiangsu. There ig the large plain to the 
west which extends into Anhwei province, 
and in which it is estimated there are 
2,000,000 persons starving. The horrors of 
ths present situation have rarely been par- 
alleled even in this land.’’

VITERBO, Italy, April 5.—Giovanni Rapi, 
supposed treasurer of the Camorra, was the 
chief witness today in the trial of thirty-six 
members of the society for the murder of 
Gennard Cucccolo and his wife.

@ general denial of complicity in the murder, 
called attention to discrepancies in the testi- 
mony of Gennard Abbatemaggio, the inform- 
er, and sought to impress the jury by the 
assertion that, having escaped the jurisdic- 
tion of the court, he voluntarily returned to 
stand trial, 

By profession Rapi fe a gambler. He 
founded the Unione del Mezzogiorno of Na- 
ples, to the success of which many of the 
aristocracy are said to have contributed their 
fortunes in a single night's play. 


: Says Plot Brought Arrest. 
.The story told by the prisoner regarding 
his movements frem the time of the murder 
of Cuoccolo and his wife was as follows: 
“On the day that Cuoccolo is supposed to 
have been killed I went with Enrico Alfano 
to try out some carriage horses. We reached 
Torre del Greco, where we met some of 
Alfano’s friends, and we all dined together. 
“* When present at the dinner I was arrest- 
ed. Later I obtained permission to reénter 
Paris and was about to recoup my losses 
when, hearing that I was again accused, I 
willingly returned to Italy. I announced the 
hour of the train upon which I would arrive. 
Capozzuti, the carabineer and police spy, 
profiting by the information that I had so 
generously given, met me at the railroad 
station and placed me under arrest.” 


Claimed to Be Professor. 

Rapi, continuing his testimony, said that 
he had been a teacher in the schools at Na- 
ples, but-went to France to find more re- 
munerative work. 

“While In France did you call yourself 
a professor of the University of Naples?” 
asked the president of the court. 

To this Rapi replied: “I do not see why, 
as I instructed boys who ultimately went to 
the university, I shouldn’t call myself a pro- 
fessor of the university.’

Taft Asks Congress to Take 
Early Action on Canada 
Agreement. 


—_— * 


SAYS NATION FAVORS IT. 


Emphasizes in Message That Spe- 
cial Session Was Called to 
Pass on Bill. 


Washington, D. C., April 5.—[Spectalh]— 
Asserting that the nation is in favor of rect- 
procity with Canada, President Taft, ina 
special message to congress today, urged 
early action on the pending trade agreement 
and emphasized the fact that the special 
session was called for this purpose. The 
house referred the message to the commit- 
tee On ways and means, and, in the senate, 
it was referred to the finance committee. 
The message wae received without applause, 
It is as follows: 

“I transmitted to the Sixty-first congress, 
on Jan. 26 last, the text of the reciprocity 
trade agreement which had been negotiated 
under my direction by the secretary of state 
with the representatives of the dominion of 
Canada. 


Year of Consideration. 

“ This agreement was the consummation of 
earnest effort extending over a period of 
nearly @ year on the part of both govern- 
ments to effect a trade arrangement which, 
supplementing, as it did, the amicable settle- 
ment of various questions of a diplomatic 
and political character that had been reached 
would mutually promof® commerce and 
would strengthen the friendly relations now 
existing. 

“The agreement in its intent and in the 
terms was purely economic and commercial. 
While the genera) subject was under discus- 
sion by the commissioners I felt assured that 
the sentiment of the people of the United 
States was such that they would welcome a 
measure which would result in the increase 
of trade on both sides of the boundary line, 
would open up the reserve productive re- 
sources of Canada to the great mass of our 
own consumers on advantageous conditions, 
and at the same time offer a broader outlet 
for the excess products of our farms and 
many of our industries. 


Favored by the People. 

‘* Details regarding a negotiation of this 
kind necessarily could not be made public 
while the conferences were pending. When, 
however, the full text of the agreement, ac- 
companying correspondence, and data ex- 
plaining both its purpose and its scope be- 
came known to the people through the mes- 
sage tranemitted to congress, it was imme- 
diately apparent that the ripened fruits of 
the carefu] labors of the commissioners met 
with widespread approval. 

‘This approval has been strengthened by 
further consideration of the terms of the 
agreement in all their particulars. . The vol- 
ume of support which has developed shows 
that its broadly national scope is fully ap- 
preciated and is responsive to the popular 
will.

Milwaukee Rejects Bond Issue, 
for First Time in Its History. 


CITY OWNERSHIP IDEA FAILS. 


Mayor Declares Old Time Grafters Won 
at the Election. 


Milwaukee, Wis., April 5.—[{Special.]—For 
the first time in the history of the city Mil- 
waukee yesterday refused to approve at pop- 
ular election an issue of bonds. 

The issuance of $820,000 school bonds was 
carried by 4,000, but the proposed $50,000 
issue of bonds and mortgage certificates for 
$1,000,000 for a city central railway terminal 
were defeated by about 4,000 votes. 

Detailed returns on tne election shows that 
Judge L. W. Halsey defeated John C. Kleist, 
the Socialist candidate for judge, by the un- 
precedented majority of 14,000, and there 
was a difference of 12,000 votes between the 
leading anti-Socialigt candidate for school 
director and the leading Soctaltst. 

Mayor Seidel issued a written statement, in 
part as follows: 

“We did not win hecause the combination 
against us was stronger. But look at the line- 
up on the other side. The old time grafters 
and the new fangled reformers, standpatters 
and progressives, reactionary and liberal, to- 
gether with all the forces at the disposal of 
a& pam of the clergy. It is a hudicrous 
anomaly. When this mess begins to ferment 
there will be some amusement.” 

Manitowoc returned to Socialism by elect- 
ing for mayor Henry Stolze Jr. by a plurality 
of 149 over Isaac Craite, Democrat.
